Archbishop Chappelle, the Papal De- 
legate, left Manila by the Kasuga Marv. 
for Hongkong en route to Rome. He will 
be succeeded in the Philippines by the Bi- 
‘shop ef Cebu, who will bo supreme in 
Manila also during the continued absence 
of Archbishop Nozaleda. | 


The oath of allegiance was administered 
to Aguinaldu on the 26th March by Chiet 
Justice Arellano, in the presence of Govorn- 
or-General MacArthur and Colonel Crow- 
der. Sonor-Arellano also administerad tho 
oath to Colonel Villa and Senor Borcelona, 
who were captured with Aguinaldo. . Senor 
Barcelona hold a position under Aguinaldé 
equivalent to Surgeon-General, though he 
possessed no commission, He alko served 
as treasurer to the insurrecto chief. It is 
the wish and intention of Aguinalde to visit 
the United States, in response to an invit- 
-ntion from President, McKinley ‘through 
Goneral MacArthur, and to stay there for 
a poriod of ono yeur, in order to acquire 
the English Janguage and a ‘more intimate 
knowledge of the laws ond administration 
of the United States government. It is 
atitod that Sonor Arollano, who had, 
provious to the capture of Aguinaldo, been 
considoring such a visit, will accompany 
him.
